TfIK C O N V K N T O F ST (JI.AKA IN KiCILY. 
'I'liH JutJiuial Court of Cutuiiia has recoutly been oc- 
«•Ujiied with a trial arising out o f an attempt to 
rob the 
eelebratetl Convent of St Clara. 
The investigation dis­ 
closed many curious circunislanccs. 
In the towns of Sicily, where the most daring roh- 
hei ies are frequently commilled, the nobility, and por- 
.sons possessing large sums of money, which thcv do 
not immetliately want to use, are accustomed to deposit 
ihem ia Monasteries, 
Some tjme ago, Count C. sent 
to the Convent of St Clam, an enormous cofler filled 
with money and jewels. 
The circumstance by some 
means became known, and a hand o f robbers resoK’ed 
to i»ossess tlieuHelves o f the treasure. 
After laying 
various schemes to get access to the Convent, an oppor- 
lumty at length presented itself. 
The fire-wood o f the 
< ’onvent was nearly exhausted, and it was necessary to 
lay in a fresh supply. 
7'he Ahbt-ss applied to the Bish­ 
op, and one of the Grand Vicars o f the Prelate himself 
purchased the w ood, and sent a oart load 
to the Con­ 
vent, under the care of a man in whom he could re­ 
pose confidence. 
This man was directed to unload the 
wood, and range it in its proper place, in the presence 
o f one of the Z itelle, servants o f the Convent. 
'J'he wood was to be deposited in the garden o f the 
Convent, of which it was consequently required to open 
the gate. 
W iiile the waggoner was discharging his 
load, a porter offered to assist him for the reward o f a 
glass o f wino. 
T he Z itella imprudently acceded to 
tlie proposition, notwithstanding the strict prohibition 
against admitting any stranger. 
W hen the wood had 
betm deposited, she ran to the Convent to obtain the 
glass o f wine. 
On her return the porter had vanished. 
T he waggoner knew not what had become o f him, but 
supposed that, being tired of waiting, be had gone away. 
The Z illetta was not without her fears, hut, after look­ 
ing about and seeing no trace of the man, she locked 
the gates and carried the keys to the Abbess. 
After supper, one o f the nuns, on looking from her 
window, fancied she saw a man gliding about under 
the trees o f the garden. 
She menlioned the circum- I ^ 
stance to the Z itella ; but the latter, fearing she should 
bo pimished for her negligence, assured the nun that her

hut it should have been added, that the N. England Fed­ 
eralists had alw ays been In favour of England, and op­ 
posed to France, w ith whom she was then ut war.__ 


This preference and partiality still continued, after our 
declaration of war ; and the success of the British and 
our own defeat was ardently desired by the prevailing 
party in N . England, and especially by tho rich and 
powerful. 
On this account they discouraged privateer­ 
ing, and refused to embark in enterprizes o f this kind.-—- 
“ This prejudice, 
(continues the G az) honorable 
in 
itself when morally considered,” Etc. 
Now, this p rej­ 
udice,— that is, “ against the war and against Mr Mad­ 
ison’s administration,” — was not “ honorable in itself 
w hen morally considered.” 
There was not the slightest 
particle of honor or m orality connected with it. 
On 
the contrary, it was highly dishonorable and immoral.— 
It was traitorous and disgraceful, and will ever remain 
a foul stain upon the patriotic ehuracter of N. England. 
If the writer had any intention of intimating, that the 
morality of N. England was opposed to privateering, as 
unjust and wicked, (which, however, is not the correct 
import of his language) 1 will only say, that such an idea 
is altogether chimerical. 
In a war, which should be 
popular in this part of the Union, and under circumstan­ 
ces which should hold out a fair prospect o f gain, there 
is no section of the country which would engage with 
so much spirit and good will in privateering, as New 
England. 


“ The war of 1812 (says the Gaz.) opened a fresh 
field for human enterprise, [that of manufactures.]— 


Flint field promised a golden harvest ; and ere the year 
1811 had been closed, it was almost filled to excess by 
the enterp rizing spirits o f N ew England.”

together an exaggeration. 
The amount, at this time, in­ 
vested in manufactures, beyond what it was in 
1812, 
was very small ;—so small, that N. England, almost 


u n a n im o u sly , was then, and for years after, opposed to 
any encouragement or protection of our manufactures by 
Congress. 


“ In the course of the inauspicious year of the peace, 
1815 (the Guz. continues) thousands of the wealthiest 
families of N ew England were reduced to poverty,” &c. 
This is true in part, but not from the cause assigned 
by the Gazette—losses on manufactures.

which immediately followed the peace. 
Out of these 
distresses, the Gnz. contends, grew the memorials to 
Congress and the tariff of 1816, which, says the Gaz., 
“ was opposed by John Randolph.” 
W hy name John 
Randolph ? W as it not opposed by all New England, 
and by every member of Congress from New England, 
or nearly so > 
Did not New England remonstrate, and 
memorialize, and hold meetings of citizens, and exert 
every nerve against the system ? 
Instead ot petitioning 
fo r protection to American manufactures, or asking re­ 
lief from this source, N. England was violently opposed 
to such a remedy, und warmly protested against it. 
But in spite of N England, “ the bill finally became a 
law (says the Guz,) and, aided by its provisions, Amer­ 
ican manufactures were resuscitated, and cro the close 
of 1817, the manufacturers found themselves on the very 
top of the tide of prosperity, with u most fluttering pros­ 
pect before them. 
The consequence was, that at the 
commencement of 1822, the business of home manufac­ 
ture vvas absolutely overdone. 
The protection of Gov­ 
ernment was rgain called for, which was followed by 
the tariff o f 1824.” 
This quotation is made, not for the 
*ous treasures, pursued by the N ew England delegation decks, does not "step up to the C apin's office a n d 


purpose of disputing its truth, hut to show that the pro­ 
tection of 1816 was amply sufficient to place the manu­
